The diacnaaion of the liKht q ueatimi 
haa reai'hed that p oint where the whole 
city ia deep ly intereettHi, and any mov e 
on the p art of anyone wnneetetl with 
the comp any or its op p osition ia eagerly 
watched by taxp ayer» who know the 
ooit of any chanfte mnat (v >me from their 
p ock eta. 
W'hen the mov ement for a municip al 
p lant bewail, there waa mow? than one 
man of Rood bnaineaa juditraent who 
nhook hia head and imairiiied he ,aaw in 
it the acheme of acme manufa<‘tnrer for 
aellinft the city a iwup lete outfit of elet>- 
trical machinery. The auoceaaiv e atep a 
of the fight made by Conncilmaii Stew­ 
art and the p artiea bf'hiiid him hav e 
been waUdnni with interest by all p ublic 
ap icited mtizena, and the op inion ia 
general, m ev eryone knows, that the 
acheme will wine to nanght if the de­ 
sire of the p ublic be followed. 
When the light comp any met the de­ 
mand of the adv omtea for city owner- 
ahip , and reduced the p rice ao that no 
one conld jnatly comp lain, it waa ex­ 
p ected that Councilman Stewart would, 
like all aeuaible p eop le, exercise hia 
knowledge of bnaineaa and agn» ' with 
the other merabera of council. 
He 
ooDtinued his clamor, if clamor it can b<‘ 
called, for a new mniq cip al p lant, regard­ 
less of the offer of the wmp any to sell 
its p rop erty to the city at a fair p rice. 
That ia where Mr Stewart lost friends 
for hia cause, and will routinue to lose 
them until only the little coterie, and a 
v ery little one it is, will remain to try 
for the oonatmction of a new p lant. 
It 
would hav e looked better in the p ublic 
eye, and would not hav e hurt the canw^ 
of Mr. Stewart, if the p<M>i)le fav oring 
the city entering the bnainetsa of making 
light wonld hav e aaid more in fav or of 
their p lana and h ^ about the p rofits of 
the comp any. It would, p « irhap » , hav e 
had a tendency to couv nioe some tax­ 
p ayers that they wanted cheap light 
more than a new p lant; but their op ­ 
p ortunity ia lost. 
It ia the conatmction, 
not the p urchase of a system, which 
seems to lie the first obje<*t in their 
p lans. 
The oomp tuiy hav e sp ent a large sum 
of money, not alone in imp rov ing their 
p ower house and ayatem of transacting 
business, but hav e built up a large trade 
in the city. This the mnniciimlity wuld 
nev er hop e to hav e uuhws it could p ro­ 
v ide light for less money, go into the 
market and np on the same basis com­ 
p ete for bnaine« !. With the inneficiency 
always found in institutions controlled 
by p olitical p atronage, the city could 
not p rov ide a good stTv ice at the same 
money. The light oomiiany would be a 
dangerous riv al, and the taxi« v era wonld 
make np for the (leflc4cncy by going 
down into the dep ths of their p oc^kets. 
It would not b<! a p aying inv estment, 
tnis comp etition, and would be the 
height of foUy, a waste of money, 
fcnr 
the city to install a p lant when one can 
be p archased. There wonld be no delay, 
no confusion, if the city shoold ev er 
decide up on so senseless a p lan as to go 
intp the mannfacture of light. It wonld 
be business, as business is (xmducted to­ 
day, to shut out all comp etition. Then 
the p riv ate oonsumer wonld be com­ 
p elled to bny from the city, no matter 
what its serv ice, and the loss np on the 
taxp ayer would not be ao heav y. 
If Mr. Stewart and the p eop le behind 
him are sincere in their efftnts to giv e 
the city ev en chcmp er light than that of­ 
fered by the Ceramic comp any, they 
most adop t the v ery best method to ob­ 
tain it. They will be eomp idled to aban­ 
don all their staff and nonsense abont 
iostalliag a new p lant, with machinery 
fresh from the hands of the maker, 
under p ain of being too deep ly inter­ 
ested in the p lan for the g(X>d of the 
city. If they oontiime to cry on the lines 
followed tor so many months, the p ablir* 
will ask why they do not turn their ar­ 
guments in the right direction, and 
hav e the city buy the Ceramic p lant. 
It is first-class in ev ery p srticulwr, and 
it has been known for some time that 
the comp any would gladly seU if the 
city wants to bay, and sell at a p rice 
that would stagger ev en that Indiana 
oonoem ao aaxioas to p rov ide EaiM Liv inr- 
p ool with new machines, ev en though it 
might be out of the q uestion to op erate 
the municip al p lant in connection with 
the water wm^kx.

Tho discussion of the light question 
hun roached that point whore the whole 
city is deeply interest**!, and any move 
on the part of anyone connected with 
the company or its opposition in eagerly 
watched by taxpayers who know the 
coat of any change must come from their 
pock eta. 
When the movement for a municipal 
plant began, there watt more than aaa I 
man of good business judgment who j 
shook his head and imagined he saw in 
it the scheme of some manufacturer for 
selling the city a complete outtit of elec­ 
trical machinery. The suort'ssivc steps 
of the fight made by Councilman Stew­ 
art aud the parties behind him have 
been watched with interest by all public 
spirited citizens, and the opinion is 
general, as everyone knows, that the 
scheme will come to naught if the de­ 
sire of tho public Im* followed. 
When the light company met the de­ 
mand of the advocates for city owner­ 
ship, and reduced the price so that no 
one coaid justly complain, it was ex­ 
pected that Councilman Stewart would, 
like all sensible people, exercise his 
knowledge of business and agree with 
the other members of council. 
He 
continued his clamor, if clamor it can be 
called, fora new municipal plant, regard­ 
less of the olYer of the company to sell 
its property to the city at a fair price. 
That is w’here Mr Stewart lost friends 
for his cause, and will continue to lose 
them until only the little coterie, and a 
very little one it is, will remain to cry 
for the construction of a new plant. 
It 
would have looked better in the public 
eye. and would not have hurt the cause 
of Mr. Stewart, if the potpie favoring 
the city entering the business of making 
light woald have said more in favor of 
their plans and has about the profits of 
the company. 
It would, perhaps, have 
had a tendency to convince some tax­ 
payers that they wanted cheap light 
more than a new plant; bat their op­ 
portunity is lost. 
It is the construction, 
not the purchase of a system, which 
seems to be the first object in their 
plans. 
The company have spent a large sum 
of money, not alone in improving their 
power house and system of transacting 
business, but have built up a large trade 
in the city. This the municipality coaid 
never hope to have unless it could pro­ 
vide light for leas money, go into the 
market and upon the same basis com­ 
pete for business. With the inneficiency 
always found in institutions controlled 
by political patronage, the city coaid 
not provide a good service at the same 
money. The light company would be a 
dangerous rival, and the taxi avers would 
make up for the deficiency by going 
down into the depths of their pockets. 
It would not be a paying investment, 
this competition, and would be the 
height of folly, a waste of money, for 
the city to install a plant when one can 
be purchased. There would be no delay, 
no confusion, if the city should ever 
decide upon so senseless a plan as to go 
into the manufacture of light. It would 
be business, as business is conducted to­ 
day. to shut out all competition. Then 
the private consumer would tx* com­ 
pelled to buy from the city, no matter 
what its service, and the loss upon the 
taxpayer would not be so heavy. 
If Mr. Stewart and the people behind 
him are sincere in their efforts to give 
the city even cheaper light than that of­ 
fered by the Ceramic company, they 
most adopt the very best method to ob­ 
tain it. They will be compelled to aban­ 
don all their stuff aud nonsense about 
installing a new plant, with machinery 
fresh from the hands of the maker, 
under pain of being too deeply inter­ 
ested in the plan fen* the good of the 
city. If they continue to cry on the lines 
followed for so many months, the public 
will ask why they do not turn their ar­ 
guments in the right direction, and 
have the city buy the Ceramic plant. 
It is first-class in every particular, and 
it has been known for some time that 
the company would gladly sell if the 
city wants to bay, and sell at a price 
that would stagger even that Indiana 
concern so anxious to provide East Liver­ 
pool with new machines, even though it 
might be out of the question to operate 
the municipal plant in connection with 
the water work.?. 
The N e w s R e v ie w is opposed to 
municipal ownership. That system bas 
been weighed so often in the balance, 
and found sadly wanting on so 


occasions, that this japer believes I’ 
would be a dangerous experiment for 
East Liverpool. It would not lie wisdom 1 
for this city to dig a hole and plant its 
money, dollar upon dollar, deep iii the 
depths of the earth ; yet that is what it 
would do if it built a light plant

against Sp ain, or hiring any one to en­ 
list, the p enalty is almost as heavy , be­ 
ing a maximum of $1,000 fine and 
thr» *e y ear’s imp risounient. 
The enforcement of these laws n &t-

fall within the functions of the 
United States officials to whose knowl- 
^ ge the attemp t at infringement is 
brought, but if the movements cxmtinne 
on as large a scale as rep orted, it is

Congress, thus left to its own 
Initiative, must assume its own responsi­ 
bility in a matter of the most serious 


^ Congress must give to the statements of 
the president unhesitating acceptance as 
to mal Hrs that were committed bv the 
constitution to his especial charg**. \N hen 
he undertakes to state the facts that affect 
our relations with other powers we must 
accept these facts, unless the disproof of 
them is overpowering. 
This message is therefore of the m«»st 
impressive importance, as a statement of 
the leading facts and conclusions that bear 
upon our duties in respect to the conflict 
of arms which has raged for over two 
years in the island of Cuba, and it has the 
sunisirt of nearly all American beliefs. 
1 
have not heard that Spain controverts any 
statement of the president in his message. 
The evidence that comes from ornate 
sources relative to the condition of Cuba 
and the horrors of persecution, rapiuo and 
extermination visited upon ihe people of 
Cuba admits of no doubt as to its credibil­ 
ity 
Yet it presents pictures so incredibly 
in h u m a n and so disgraceful to the civili­ 
sation of this age that it stuns the mind 
into disbelief that such things can be 
true. 
Mr. Morgan went on to speak of the 
trying situation, which required prompt 
action to save thousands of innocent 
people from cruel and deliberate butch­ 
ery. 
The wholesale massacres of Spain 
was no surprise to the senator, w ho had 
anticipated it. 
Then he said 
I 
If war with the United States is neces 
gary to reconcile the Spanish people to the 
loss of Cuba by foreign conquest, said 
Mr. Morgan, we shall I*' compelled to 
meet that emergency, lf the destruction 
of Cubans enough to satisfy the popular 
sentiment of revenge, we can avoid a war 
with Spain by remaining inactive, while 
our own people 
are l*eing ruined or 
slaughtered aiong with the Cubans, 
lf 
we mean to takers ny action toward stop 
ping this war of annihilation and exter­ 
mination we have no time to lose. 
Mr. Morgan spoke of the resolution 
of congress at the last session, which 
he said left to the president the choice 
of concurring with the policy of con­ 
gress or delaying. The president chose 
delay. The war has continued, said 
Mr. Morgan, until it has reached the 
final and desperate stage of a war of 
devastation and extermination, w’ith 
the people of Cuba as a prey to those 
who have set aside the usual honorable 
usages of warfare, "and have become 
robbers, cutthroats, assassins, ravishers 
and pirates.” 
Mr. Morgan spoke of the necessity 
for protecting our citizens abroad. 
Re ­ 
ferring to Turkey he expressed the hope 
that the policy of this government 
should not be relaxed aud that we 
would not much longer hear of these 
Turkish offenses against humanity. 
At the clase of Mr. Morgan’s speech 
his resolution was adopted requesting 
the secretary of state for papers and in 
formation relative to the Competitor 
Sri Boners and other American citizens 
eld in Cuba by the Spanish antlion 
ties.Representative Woodman of Illinois 
has introduced a joint resolution direct­ 
ing the president to intervene in Cuban 
affairs. The resolution, after reciting 
General Maceo’ assassination and Span 
ish cruelties in Cuba, says that the pres­ 
ident has failed to curry out the wishes 
of the people; that the honor of the 
United States is at stake and that his­ 
tory gives no precedent on which to 
base a hope that Spanish operators will 
change to compliance with civilized 
warfare. 
The president is directed to 
express severe condemnation of the 
Spanish methods of warfare, especially 
the murder of Maceo; to recognize the 
independence of Cuba aud to demand of 
Spain tLe withdrawal of all troops from 
Cuban soil. 
He is also directed to take 
proper steps to see that this demand is 
earned out.
